The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1, 14, 24, 34, 53 and 56, more particularly define the structure and 
method of making an optical head for recording and reproducing of information on a 
recording medium. The optical head comprises of a substrate, a Vertical Cavity Surface 
Emitting Laser (VCSEL) formed on the substrate. A photodetector also formed on the 
same substrate and an optical system formed over the VCSEL by thin film deposition. 
This particular structure combined with remaining claim elements are not suggested in 
the prior art.
